The Association brand of football in 1886 was at a very low ebb in the 
eouth of England, generally A little enthusiasm was stil) manifested in a few 
olaces. One of these was known as Dial Square, which was a section of Woo! 
wich arsenal, <A few of the Dial Square workers resolved an an Association 
lootiall team. They subscribed $/6 between themselves for a ball, One mem 
ber added 5/- from his own pocket, The half-guinea so subscribed became the 
financial foundation of the club. No uniforms were provided. It is on record 
that one member turned out in a blue and black shirt, ordinary boots, and pair of 
long trowters with legs cut down, 


The club's first meeting in December, 1886, at the Royal Oak Motel, decided 
on the name of the Royal Arsenal Football Club. Some of the enthusiasts at 
the meeting had played with Nottingham Forest. the oldest club in d, and 
still were possessed of the red shirts of the Foresters. Thus red g y became 
the dominant color it is today. 


Since those days the name of the club has twice—to Woolwich 
Arsenal in 1891 and to Arsenal in 1913, when the moved to its present 
ground at Highbury. The used the first season was on Plums Com

With reference to the article in No. 1 issue of “Soccer News” this season 
by D. MH. Dingham. “Australia and New Australians.” the Sandringham Club is 
fo be commended for its enterprise in endeavoring to propagate the game of 
Soccer and to contact players from overseas 


Mr. Bingham suggests that all clubs should write to the various organisations 
mentioned by him. However, why write 40 letters when one would do? This 
‘Ss a matter which should be dealt with by the council of the V.A.S.F.A. on 


behalf of all clube 


It might be mentioned that more than three years ago a proposal of this kind 
was agreed to by the council, but to my knowledge it has never been carried out. 
The idea then was that the association should prepare a pamphlet which would 
be distributed at Australia House to migrants leaving for Australia. These 
pamphlets were to inform them that Soccer is played in Melbourne and giving 
information as to the districts in which clubs existed. 


It was also proposed that further notices be placed on ships arriving at 
Fremantle (by arrangement with the Department of Immigration), giving par- 
ticulars of the names of all clubs. the districts they play in, and the names and 
addresses of all club secretaries. In this way, migrants were fully informed 
before arrival at their destination where the nearest soccer club was to their 
new home. 


[ hope, therefore, that the council wil] give this matter further consideration 
at an early date, to the ultimate advantage of both the migrants and the clubs.
